Secretly shot footage 
captures executive

The former head of NPR’s fund- 
raising arm says in a surrepti- 
tiously recorded video by a con- 
servative activist that members of 
the tea party movement are xeno- 
phobic and racist and that NPR 
would prefer to do without feder- 
al subsidies. 

In the video, released Tuesday 
by filmmaker James O’Keefe, Ron 
Schiller, who formerly headed 
the NPR Foundation but left the 
organization last week, disparages 
conservatives and tea party 
members in particular, saying 
some of whom are part of an “anti- 
intellectual” movement. 

Schiller and another NPR 
fundraiser, Betsy Liley, believed 
that that two of O’Keefe’s oper- 
atives were representatives of a 
Muslim philanthropy. The video 
was shot in Georgetown during a 
lunch meeting set up to discuss a 
$5 million contribution to NPR by 
the fictitious Muslim Education

On the video, Schiller, who is 
of no relation to NPR president 
Vivian Schiller, says that “tea party 
people” aren’t “just Islamophobic, 
but really xenophobic. ... They’re 
seriously racist, racist people.” 

Schiller goes on to say that NPR 
“would be better off in the long 
run without federal funding,” a 
sentiment often expressed privately 
by those at NPR. However, as 
Schiller says in the video, federal 
funding is a key part of the budgets 
of NPR’s affiliated stations. 


Nevertheless, O’Keefe’s video 
caused a sensation Tuesday in 
the conservative blogosphere and 
a public relations embarrassment 
for NPR, which is fighting GOP-led 
efforts to cut federal contributions 
to public radio and television, about 
$430 million this year. 

“We are appalled by the 
comments made by Ron Schiller 
in the video, which are contrary 
to what NPR stands for,” NPR said 
in a statement released Tuesday.

A Hazy Problem in Wyo. 


Gas drilling boom is 
raising air pollution 
to dangerous levels 

Cheyenne, Wyo. 

Wyoming — famous for its crisp 
mountain air and breathtaking, 
far-as-the-eye-can-see vistas — is 
looking a lot like smoggy Los Ange- 
les these days because of a boom 
in natural gas drilling. 

Folks who live near the gas 
fields in the western part of the 
state are complaining of watery 
eyes, shortness of breath and bloody 
noses because of ozone levels that 
have exceeded what people in L.A. 
and other cities wheeze through on 
their worst pollution days.

America’s population center is edg- 
ing away from the Midwest, pulled 
by Hispanic growth in the South- 
west, according to census figures. 
The shift is changing the nation’s 
politics and even the traditional 
notion of the country’s heartland 
— long the symbol of mainstream 
American beliefs and culture. 

The West is home to the four 
fastest-growing states — Nevada, 
Arizona, Utah and Idaho — and has 
surpassed the Midwest in popula- 
tion, according to 2010 figures. 

When the Census Bureau 
announces a new mean center 
of population next month, geog- 
raphers believe it will be placed 


in or around Texas County, Mo., 
southwest of the present location 
in Phelps County, Mo. That would 
put the center on a path to leave the 
Midwest by midcentury.

Pro-Gadhafi fighters 
threaten to recapture 
opposition-held city 

Tripoli, Libya 

After dramatic successes over the 
past weeks, Libya’s rebel move- 
ment appears to have hit a wall of 
overwhelming power from loyalists 
of Moammar Gadhafi. Pro-regime 
forces halted its drive on Tripoli 
with a heavy barrage of rockets in 
the east and threatened Tuesday to 
recapture the closest rebel-held city 
to the capital in the west. 

If Zawiya, on Tripoli’s door- 
step, is ultimately retaken, the con- 
tours of a stalemate would emerge 
— with Libya divided between a 
largely loyalist west and a rebel 
east as the world wrestles with 
the thorny question of how deep- 
ly to intervene. 

Zawiya, a city of 200,000, was 
sealed off under a fifth day of a 
destructive siege, with conflict- 
ing reports of who was in control. 
A brigade led by one of Gadhafi’s 
sons, Khamis, is believed to be lead- 


ing the assault, shelling neighbor- 
hoods with tank and artillery fire 
from the outskirts and trying to 
push troops into the city’s central 


Martyrs Square. 

The city hospital has been over- 
whelmed with dead and wounded, 
and many houses have been dam-

Soldiers loyal to Moammar Gad- 
hafi have blocked about 30,000 
migrant workers from fleeing into 
Tunisia and forced many to return 
to work in the Libyan capital, a Red 
Crescent officialsaid Tuesday.

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Afghan War, 10 Years In 


Gates sees gains, but 
search continues for 
effective governing 

Sabit Qadam, Afghanistan 

The Taliban are reeling. U.S. and 
Afghan troops are clicking. The 
war is going really well. That’s 
what Pentagon chief Robert Gates 
heard in two days with troops and 
commanders. Much less clear: 
the hoped-for advances in the 
Afghan government’s ability to 
provide basic services and extend 
its authority beyond Kabul, just 
months before the American troop 
drawdown begins. 

Gates visited some of the most 
hotly contested parts of the coun- 
try, where the effects of President 


Obama’s 30,000-troop surge have 
been most keenly felt as the Obama 
administration considers where to 
begin withdrawing and thinning 
out U.S. forces.

The view Tuesday from near 
the front lines may be improving 
nearly 10 years into the war, but it 
can’t obscure the central question 
of what comes next.

U.S. combat involvement. 

The Taliban, meanwhile, are 
presumed to be gearing up for a 
spring offensive, although U.S. 
officials say the Islamist movement 
will find the going much tougher 
than in past years. 

“They are going to feel more 
emboldened to carry out their 
attacks,” said Lt. Col. Jason Mor- 
ris, commander of 3rd battalion, 
5th Marine regiment, based at 
Combat Outpost Sabit Qadam. “I 
would tell you they are going to 
have a real hard time doing that” 
because U.S. and Afghan forces “are 
going to meet them at every turn.”

Metro Plans Blue Line Split 


Move to divert trains over 
Potomac wouLd require 
massive signage overhaul 

The transit authority staff is returning to 
the Metro board this week to discuss its 
plan to divert some Blue Line trains at rush 
hour, a plan the staff says it can implement 
in June 2012. The discussion is on the agen- 
da for the 9 a.m. Thursday meeting of the 
board’s Customer Service and Operations 
Committee at Metro headquarters. 

The shift, sending some Blue Line trains 
over the Potomac River on what is now the 
Yellow Line bridge instead of through the 
Rosslyn tunnel, will affect the travel hab- 
its of thousands of riders. 

The staff recognizes the need to pre- 


Metro’s head of information technology, 
Suzanne Peck— who has overseen key 
initiatives such as expanding cell phone 
coverage inside Metro’s underground 
stations and tunnels — retired last 
month.

pare riders who might take advantage of 
the new service or who might wind up on 
the wrong train. 

To envision the scope of the communi- 
cations challenge ahead for Metro, think 
about every place you see a Metro system 
map. All those maps would have to change 
to reflect the rerouting that would send a 


third of the peak-period Blue Line trains 
from Franconia-Springfield over the Yellow 
Line bridge and onto the Green Line up to 
Greenbelt. Meanwhile, the transit authori- 
ty would add three trains per peak hour to 
the Orange Line, operating from West Falls 
Church to Largo Town Center, the current 
terminus for all Blue Line trains. 

And it’s not just the 5,000 rail system 
maps that will need to be reprinted and 
reinstalled in stations and on rail cars. 
Metro also would have to change 2,600 
station signs and pylons. More than 1,200 
fare charts for fare vending machines 
and station kiosks also would have to be 
altered. 

The staff and the board have been dis- 
cussing the proposed split for several years.

3 MPD Officers Charged 


Suspects arrested 
in sting operation 
for stolen property

Three Metropolitan Police Depart- 
ment officers were arrested Tues- 
day and charged with attempting 
to receive stolen property, author- 
ities said. 

The officers — named as 
Guillermo Ortiz, Silvestre Bonilla 
and Dioni Fernandez — were will- 
ing to purchase what they believed 
were thousands of dollars worth 


of stolen electronics, according to 
police.

In Libya, Echoes of Iraq 


How Gadhafi may 
be able to retain 
power, as Hussein 
did 2 decades ago 

Ras Ajdir, Tunisia-Libya 
border 

With cool confidence, a Libyan 
expatriate arrives at a remote bor- 
der of Tunisia and Libya with a 
regime change on his mind. 

From the outside, it looks easy: 
He predicts that Libyan leader 
Moammar Gadhafl has perhaps 10 
days before the Arab revolt sweeps 
him away as it already has the lead- 
ers of Tunisia and Egypt. “Every 
time someone dies, [the opposition] 
gets stronger,” he says. “Gadhafi is 
going to have to kill everybody. If 
that’s the price of freedom, I guess 
we are willing to pay it.” 

But rather than the euphoric vic- 
tories in Tunisia and Egypt, Libya’s 
conflict now evokes another upris- 
ing: Iraqis’ 1991 bid to overthrow 
Saddam Hussein. It, too, began 
with hope but ended in despair as 
the dictator brutally suppressed 
anti-government rebels and ruled 
for another 12 years. 

Guarded Optimism 

Dreams of riding all the way to 
Tripoli — where Gadhafi has ridi- 
culed the opposition as “terrorists” 
and drug addicts — are stalling 
along the front line. Anti-regime 
activists remain optimistic. But 
similar optimism was easily found 
in Iraq in 1991. 

Back then, simultaneous rebel- 
lions by Iraqi Kurds in the north 
and Shiites in the south aimed at 
taking advantage of Baghdad’s 
weakness after the 1991 Gulf War 
ordered by then-President George 
H.W. Bush. Despite unbridled 
enthusiasm, the uprisings were 
brutally crushed. 

Despite the creation of a break- 





away Kurdish enclave, and the most 
crippling sanctions imposed in mod- 
ern times, Hussein held onto power 
until he was deposed in 2003. 

A Call for Help 

Episodic but largely ineffective air 
raids by Libyan planes strike panic 
among the anti-regime rebels, just 
as Iraqi helicopters systematically 
targeted Kurdish rebels in northern 
Iraq in 1991 — prompting an exodus 
of more than 1 million people. 

With U.S. warplanes flying over- 
head but doing nothing to stop the 
march of Iraqi tanks and helicopters, 
disillusioned Kurds who had been 
pledged aid hiked over mountains, 
asking: “Where’s Bush?” 

Libya’s rebels are asking for 
help also, but only in the form of 
an immediate no-fly zone. 


It was widely believed Saddam Hussein was on the 
verge of being deposed after the Gulf War, but he held 
on for another 12 years. Some fear the same fate with 
Moammar Gadhafi holding on in Libya.

‘Spectrum’ 

Of Responses 

President Obama and British 
Prime Minister David Cameron 
agreed Tuesday to plan for the 
“full spectrum of possible re- 
sponses" on Libya, including an 
arms embargo and a no-fly zone. 
The White House emphasis on a 
full spectrum of responses, in a 
statement on a phone call Tues- 
day between the two leaders, 
underscored the potentialfor a 
military response from the U.S.

Weapons Stash 

The expectation that Gadhafi would 
lose his nerve and step down is now 
shifting to resemble the Iraqi play- 
book of two decades ago. 

A binge of military procurement 
in the 1970s and 1980s, along with 
more recent acquisitions after Gad- 
hafi renounced nuclear weapons 
efforts and vowed to destroy chemi- 
cal weapon stocks, give the impres- 
sion that Libya’s regime possesses 
a real arsenal. But the reality may 
be different. 

“Libya’s current military leader- 
ship presides over a largely stored 
and surplus catalogue of weaponry 
with poor maintenance records,” 
notes a Feb. 18 report by the Con- 
gressional Research Service. “The 
military also lacks sufficient num- 
bers of trained personnel.” scott

Hoyas Hoops 

It’s official: Georgetown opened and 
closed Big East play the same way. 

The Hoyas’ recent losing streak 
matches the one back in early Jan- 
uary : loss, win, three-straight loss- 
es. The No. 22-ranked team is now 
just hoping things turn around 
the same way when it enters its 
first post-season game against 
Connecticut Wednesday during 
the second round of the Big East 
Tournament. 

The good news: The problem is 
identifiable. The Hoyas registered 
season-low shooting percentag- 
es during both stints, and tend to 
rely more on the three when things 
aren’t going right, which doesn’t 
always help. 



Of the three shooting stars, 
junior guard Jason Clark is unre- 
liable in tight situations with an 
inconsistent shot. And the team as a 
whole seems to rely on scoring runs 
that dry up late in games. 

The bad news? The current 
streak is slightly worse. 

This time around, the shooting 
percentages are even lower, and 
the Hoyas have barely been scrap- 
ping together 50 points a game. It’s 
also clear the loss of senior guard 
Chris Wright, which has been talk- 
ed about ad nauseam, is a big hit, 
and not just because the Hoyas 
are missing his 13.1 points and 5.4 
assists per game. 

The loss of an on-court leader 
is a huge demoralizer, especial- 
ly when a team is already digging

down a bad slump. While senior 
guard Austin Freeman still puts 
up point totals worthy of his team- 
point-leading status, the lack of his 
on-court sidekick throws off his 
rhythm and doesn’t open the floor 
nearly as much as he needs to put 
up game-winning numbers. 

Hoyas coach John Thompson III 
knows there is no replacing Wright, 
which is why he hasn’t tried. The 
lineup doesn’t look much different, 
with Freeman and Clark still get- 
ting the run of the offense and the 
majority of shooting opportunities. 
However, that doesn’t seem to be 
doing much good, as the duo were 
2-for-15 from the 3-point line at 
Cincinnati.

It isn’t just Freeman’s numbers 
that have been affected by Wright’s 
absence. Clark is 5-for-21, and big 
man Julian Vaughn, whose pro- 
duction was starting to increase, is 
0-for-10 from the field since Wright 
went down with a broken left hand 
in the Hoyas’ first matchup against 
Cincinnati. 

Back in January, all the Hoyas 
needed was a two-game road 
trip of big point-scoring wins to 
gain the necessary confidence to 
guide them into an eight-game 
win streak, the longest against 
conference opponents since the 
2006-07 season. 

Now in New York, days before 
the NCAA Tournament field is 
announced, the Hoyas are hoping 
history repeats itself in their league 
tournament, krystina lucido

Backup Plans 

Like a black hole spiraling at the 
center of the Internet, Apple’s an- 
nouncement of the iPad 2 sucked 
most of the digital ink out of the tech 
blogosphere last week. As great as 
that hype was for Team Jobs, it was 
probably even better for Google be- 
cause it helped hide the fact that the 
search-engine giant 
was still recover- 
ing from a significant 
malfunction of its free 
e-mail service around 
that same time. 

About 150,000 
Gmail users were un- 
able to log into their 
accounts. Granted, that’s less than 
a tenth of a percent of the millions of 
people who use Gmail. But some users 
had to wait more than a day to check 
their e-mail, because the problem — a 
software update that unexpectedly 
backfired —was so severe it forced 
Google to go old school and retrieve the 
data from backup tapes. Tapes! 

As a Gmail user, one of the major- 
ity who was not affected by the bug, I 
have come to rely daily on the conve- 
nience and ease of the service. This 
glitch has nevertheless acted as a 
stark reminder that I need to be more 
diligent about saving my own copies 
of all important e-mails and contact 
information. But I’ll use a thumb drive, 
not tape.

Album Review 

R.E.M.’s 30-year career can basically 
be broken into two eras: in form and 
returning to form. The Rock and Roll 
Hall of Fame-honored group spent 
the ’80s building its legacy as one of 
the country’s smartest, most melod- 
ic bands and turned that into full- 
fledged rock stardom in the early 
’90s. But around the time drum- 
mer Bill Berry left the group after 
1996’s “New Adventures in Hi-Fi,” 
forward progress stopped. Since 
then, each new effort isn’t a ques-

tion of how well R.E.M. is evolving, 
but instead how successfully it can 
re-create past glories. 

“The band’s best album since” 
is a line of praise that attaches to 
every new album. There’s noth- 
ing to suggest that “Collapse Into 
Now,” the band’s 15th, will break 
this streak. Make an iTunes playlist 


of the seven previous RE.M. albums, 
put it on shuffle, pick the first dozen 
tracks, and it would probably sound 
a whole lot like “Collapse.” It’s an 
overly familiar collection that plays 
like a sampling of all the sounds 
R.E.M. has tackled since it ascended 
to World Famous Rock Stars status. 
There are crunchy electric guitars, 
moody mandolins, and witticisms 
both goofy and insightful from sing- 
er Michael Stipe. 

Is it R.E.M.’s best album since 
the Clinton era? Maybe. But, really, 
R.E.M. has long settled into a state 
in which it’s simply the best album 
since the last one and until the next 
one. Each time R.E.M. re-emerges, 
there’s that brief moment of excite- 
ment, and “Collapse” is no differ- 
ent. It’s hard not to feel a rush dur- 
ing opener “Discoverer,” as Peter 
Buck’s guitar shifts from a pleas- 
ant chime to a booming rumble

and Michael Stipe sings, “With just 
the slightest bit of finesse/I might 
have made a little less mess,” in a 
stilted howl. It sounds like “I Could 
Turn You Inside Out.” It sounds like 
“What’s the Frequency, Kenneth?” 
It should be called “Rediscoverer.” 
It doesn’t matter — it’s a rock song 
of serious might. 

“UBerlin” sounds like a mash- 
up of “Losing My Religion” and 
“Drive,” two of the band’s biggest 
hits. More importantly, the song 
features what has always been the 
band’s most reliable weapon — the 
sweet harmonies of Stipe and bass- 
ist Mike Mills. 

And so “Collapse Into Now” 
is eminently listenable. But how 
often will you actually listen to it? 
It’s yet another album that makes a 
good first impression before disap- 
pearing into the place where most 
bands’ 15th albums disappear. In 
a couple years, when it’s time for 
No. 16, “Collapse” will be a faint 
memory, and it will be time to talk 
about R.E.M.’s rebirth. Yet again.

Adventure 

On a recent trip to Spain and 
Andorra, I loaded a Lonely Plan- 
et Discover Spain guide on my 
iPad; put Lonely Planet city guides 
for Barcelona and Madrid on my 
iPhone; and for good measure, car- 
ried around a Rick Steves Spain 
guide — the paper kind. I also 
installed maps on my iPad from a 
company called Dubbele that spe- 
cializes in mobile maps. 

After two weeks on buses, 
trains, planes, skis and foot, the 
verdict is in: Digital devices are 
making headway, but the printed 
guidebook isn’t a relic yet. 

Using a smart phone on a trip 
has advantages. But nothing beats 
a good travel guidebook for reading 
up on a destination. Tuck a postcard 
in the page with all the restaurant 
listings you’d like to try, scribble 
extra info in the margins, or push 
your seat to a reclining position 
and read during your flight. 

On the other hand, twice during 
the trip I took with friends, infor- 
mation delivered digitally saved 
the day. First, on New Year’s Eve, 
the trendy tapas bar in Barcelo- 
na where we’d made reservations 
for five had marked down space 
for only two of us. The restaurant 
expected three of us would simply 
leave, but loyalty won out and we 
all took a hike through Las Ram- 
blas and the Gothic Quarter. It was 
9 p.m. on Dec. 31, not an easy time 
to find a decent restaurant with 
space open. As my friends griped, 
I consulted the Lonely Planet guide 
on the iPhone, which pinpointed 
several nearby restaurants. Follow- 
ing the handy map, we managed 
to weasel our way into a great spot 
for a fabulous evening. 

Then, when two from our group 
decided to take an extra day in 


Barcelona, I worried they’d never 
find our lodge in Andorra, locat- 
ed on a tiny, unlit, windy mountain 
road. Using Google Maps would 
have required an Internet connec- 
tion and resulted in international 
roaming data charges. But using 
the large Dubbele map I’d installed 
from iTunes on the iPad, our friends 
were able to find us. 

Reading the Lonely Planet 
guide on the tablet was also easy 
on the eyes. The text is clear and 
big enough to read. Maps and pho- 
tos are not tiny thumbnails lacking 
detail, nor are they so zoomed-in 
that the scale is lost. It’s possible to 


bookmark, and there are plenty of 
hyperlinks throughout the guide. 

Overall, I could have gotten 
by with just one source of trav- 
el information instead of three. 
But after comparing the three in 
real time, I think the best way to 
go is to take a book and a phone. 
The iPad is a good delivery sys- 
tem for e-mail and other content, 
but it isn’t a primary communica- 
tion device. It can be a good option, 
however, for travelers who read a 
lot and prefer e-books to carrying 
around “War and Peace” or the 
collected works of Dean Koontz. 

FRITZ FAERBER (AP) 
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or using whatever meat and veggies he 
has on hand to make some tasty tacos. 
And he’s always willing to turn a morn- 
ing staple into an evening meal. “The 
single most perfect food for someone 
cooking for him or herself is an egg,” he 
says. “It’s an efficient source of protein, 
it cooks quickly, it’s versatile, it keeps 
for such a long time in the fridge, and 
it’s portion controlled.” 

That’s key for those flying solo in 
the kitchen, who often fear ending up 
with mounds of leftovers. “I think it’s 
fine to have leftovers, but you have to 
learn how to use them,” says Robyn 
Webb, an Alexandria nutritionist, cook- 
book author and teacher. “Make your 
freezer your best friend. A lot of things 
will keep one to six months.” 

“I have enough creative genes in me 
that I can take leftovers and turn them 
into something else,” says Olga Ber- 
man, who writes the local blog Mango 
& Tomato (Mangotomato.com). When 
making lasagna recently, for example, 
she cooked extra ground beef and froze 
it to use later with rice, mashed potatoes 
or pasta. “You can separate the main 
parts and then combine them with

other ingredients to make something 
different, so you’re not eating the same 
thing over and over,” she says. 

Planning ahead helps ensure that 
you don’t wind up with tons of extra 
produce or a family pack of chicken 
wasting away in the fridge. “Anyone 
can come home and put together din- 
ner in a short amount of time if they’ve 
put some thought into it earlier in the 
week,” says Lisa Erickson, co-author 
of the upcoming “Cooking for One: 
A Seasonal Guide to the Pleasures of 
Preparing Delicious Meals for Your- 
self’ ($25, Lebhar-Friedman). “Cook- 
ing seasonally makes a huge differ- 
ence; you’ll be able to use things up 
more carefully. If you’re buying zuc- 
chini, yellow squash, peppers and basil 
in the summer, cook with those ingre- 
dients throughout the week.” 

But there’s something to be said for 
spontaneity, too. “Probably the single 
best thing about cooking for myself is 
that I don’t have anybody else’s palate 
to consider except my own,” Yonan says. 
“I can follow my own cravings to what- 
ever logical or not-so-logical end they 
might lead me.” beth luberecki

Frying solo? Dwelling 
alone doesn't mean you 
can't whip up great food 

“I’m sick of eating microwave meals,” 
says Esther Covington. That’s one rea- 
son she recently started a local “cooking 
for one” Meetup group (Meetup.com/ 
Cooking-for-One/), to bring together 
singletons like her who don’t always 
want their dinners to come from little 
boxes in the freezer. 

“When it comes to the stove top, I 
know nothing,” says Covington, 34, an 
Arlington actress. “I can boil water or 
soup, and that’s about it. I was raised 
in one of those homes where my moth- 
er said, ‘Someday you’ll cook for your 
family.’ I figured I’d learn to do it when 


I got married. But I may not get mar- 
ried, and if I don’t, I’d better learn to 
cook something good.” 

Supping solo should never lead to 
the equivalent of a culinary pity party, 
says Joe Yonan, author of “Serve Your- 
self: Nightly Adventures in Cooking for 
One” (Ten Speed Press, $22). “A lot of 
people feel like they’re only comfortable 
putting in the effort when they’re cook- 
ing for others,” says Yonan, who’s also 
the food and travel editor at The Wash- 
ington Post. “But if you’re not worth it, 
I don’t understand who is. I certainly 
cook for other people all the time, but 
as a single man, I’m putting dinner 
on the table for just me a few nights a 
week, and I want it to be great.” 

For Yonan, that might mean whip- 
ping up a stir fry or a savory sandwich,

ASPARAGUS SALAD WITH CRISPY PROSCIUTTO 

This easy appetizer is at its best when the asparagus is crisp, bright and in season. It is quick to make 
and should be tossed together just before serving. The quantities for the salad dressing make more 
than a single salad serving, so save extra dressing for salads or as a marinade for chicken or fish. 


Ingredients 

1 tbsp finely chopped shallots 

2 tbsp lemon juice 

Salt and freshly ^ 

ground pepper 
I slice prosciutto 
or pancetta 

3 tbsp extra- 
virgin olive oil 
1/2 tsp grated 
lemon zest 
8 spears 
asparagus, 
peeled and 
sliced thin on the 
diagonal 
1/2 oz. Parmesan, 
shaved into curls with a 
vegetable peeler 
1 tbsp pine nuts, toasted 


Serves One 

1. Place the shallots in a small bowl with the lemon juice, a 

pinch of salt and a few twists of freshly grated 
pepper. Let the shallots macerate for 15 
minutes to reduce any harsh bite. 

2. Saute the prosciutto in a dry, 
nonstick saute pan over medium- 
high heat until crisp and browned 
on both sides, about one minute 
on each side. When it is cool, 
tear into irregular pieces and 
reserve. 

3. Add the olive oil and lemon 
zest to the shallots and lemon 
juice. Whisk until slightly thickened 
and well blended. Add the sliced as- 
paragus and toss to coat evenly. 

4. Mound the asparagus on a plate; scatter
